Hall, who was lying o n the track, 
was suppo sed to have been in an in­ 
to x icated co nditio n. 
The engine, in 
passing o ver him, cut him in two , and 
severed o ne arm fro m his bo dy. 
Wh en the engineer o f train No . 14 
was appro aching the seco nd crc^ing 
this side o f Ho usto nia he saw two 
o bjects o n the track. 
Appro aching 
clo ser he saw a do g mo ving aro und 
the seco nd o bject, and suppo sed a co u­ 
ple o f do gs were playing o n the track. 
A mo ment Is* x , the do g ran o ff and 
the engineer, when It was to o late, 
fOaw the mo tio nless o bject o n the track 
was a man. 
The train was sto pped and the man­ 
gled remains o f Hall were picked up, 
placed In the ba^age <^r and taken 
hack to Ho usto nia. The agent at that 
place pro mptly no tified Co ro ner Guy 
Titswo rth, o f this city, and that o ffi­ 
cial deimrted fo r Ho usto nia this mo rn­ 
ing and held an inquest. A verdict 
was rendered in acco rdance with the 
abo ve facts, the railro ad co mimny be- 
T held blameless. 
The deceasM yesterday afterno o n 
to o k his little so n in a buggy to Shack­ 
elfo rd, where the bo y 
is attending 
scho o l, and returned abo ut dark alo ne 
to Ho usto nia, where he pla<^ 
his 
tewn in a livery stable. It is stated 
that Hall, after putting his team in 
the livery stable, became drunk, and 
started do wn the railway tracks to w­ 
ards Ben McClure’s place, being ac­ 
co mpanied by his faithful do g. which 
remained by his side until he had to 
get o ff the tracks to save his o wn life. 
It Is suppo sed that Hall became dro w- 
ay o n his way to McClure’s, and laid 
do wn On the tracks to sleep.

Mo o re, o ne o f the several applicants 
fo r the po stmastership o f Sedalia, and 
his interesting family o f wife 
and 
twelve children, to gether with the fo l­ 
lo wing fro m the paper’s Sedalia co rre­ 
spo ndent: 
President Ro o sevelt must “fish o r 
cut bait” o n his race suicide theo ry. 
A Sedalian has put the issue square­ 
ly up to him in a way that bars hedg­ 
ing. 
If the president really believes in 
big families, he will surely no t turn a 
deaf ear to the appeal o f Harry L. 
Mo o re, o f this place, who has twelve 
children, ranging in age fro m baby­ 
ho o d to 18 years. 
Mr. Mo o re wants to be po stmaster. 
He is a go o d republican, and his party 
reco rd is sufficient to Justify his ap­ 
po intment, but he believes the size o f 
his family will be an even greater rec­ 
o mmendatio n. 
Being fro m 
Misso uri. 
he has 
“sho wn” the president. He has po sed 
fo r his pho to graph in the bo so m o f 
his Interesting family, and has sent a 
co py to the president. 
“I do n’t see ho w he can resist after 
all he has said,” declares Mr. Mo o re. 
Mr. Mo o re is emplo yed 
as mail 
transfer^clerk here, and is o ne o f the 
city’s mo st po pular men. 
Fo r years Mr. Mo o re ran as a po s­ 
tal clerk o n the Misso uri, Kansas and 
Tex as railway, but he was fo rced to 
relinquish his duties o n the ro ad a 
y ^ r ago because o f injuries received 
in a wreck, since which titne he has 
perfo rmed the duties o f transfer clerk. 
Altho ugh the last to anno unce his 
candidacy fo r the po stmastership, Mr. 
Mo o re has already secured a large fo l­ 
lo wing, and there are many who be­ 
lieve that he will win the prize in the 
event Co ngressman Jo hn Welho rn, o f 
the Seventh district, gives his co n­ 
sent to the questio n being settled at a 
primary electio n. 
The situatio n in regard to the po st­ 
mastership is peculiar: 
Capt Jo hn 
M. Glenn Is serving his seco nd term, 
which do es no t ex pire until March, 
19 06. He has made a splendid reco rd, 
and his friends claim he co uld easily 
win at a primary electio n if he cared 
to enter the race. He has stated re­ 
peatedly that he wo uld no t be a can­ 
didate, but has never said he wo uld 
no t accept a third term if it sho uld 
be o ffered him, and many believe that 
he will be appo inted fo r fo ur mo re 
years who lly o n the reco rd 
he has 
made the past eight years, witho ut any 
fo rmal applicatio n o n his part. 
Besides Mr. Mo o re, the o ther an­ 
no unced candidates are: 
E. E. Co d­ 
ding, agent fo r the Pacific Ex press 
Co . and chairman o f the CK>unty cen­ 
tral co mmittee, who secured the in­ 
do rsement o f a number o f the party 
wo rkers who generally “fix things,” 
almo st befo re the returns o f the No ­ 
vember electio n were made public; 
Dr. Ira T. Bro nso n, who is the candi­ 
date o f the G. A. R.; Lo uis F. Ritchie, 
a first co usin o f Vice President Fair­ 
banks, and 
Charles E. Baker, city 
clerk, who stands well with the yo ung­ 
er element especially. 
Mr. Mo o re is a native o f Madiso n 
co unty, Misso uri, where he was bo rn 
in 1862. He entered the railway mall 
service o n the M., K. & T. In 1882, and 
was thus co ntinuo usly emplo yed until 
May, 19 04, when he was transferred 
to the po eltlcm he new o ccupies. 
Mr. Mo o re has resided in Bedalia 
since 1887. with his wife, five daugh­ 
ters and seven so ns, o ccupying a pret­ 
ty ho me in Arlingto n Heights, in the 
eastern suburbs 
o f the 
city. 
Mr. 
Mo o re Is a man o f ex emplary habits, 
and his friends say his kno wledge o f 
po stal afftdrs, co mbined with his o ther 
qualificatio ns,wo uld make him a mo del 
po stmaster.

Prou d she is, too, of the fact that 
she is the only licensed woman pilot 
in the Tnited States, and the only wo­ 
man who has a command er’s license 
issu ed by the gov ernment, which giv es 
her the right to take complete charge 
of a boat while making a trip, and 
also giv es her the right to the honor­ 
ed title of captain. 
Down ill a prettily fu rnished little 
parlor in 
the 
Greenland 
Captain 
Greene sat play ing with her two child ­ 
ren after the try ing trip, no more like 
the command er of the v essel than any 
other home-lov ing, motherly woman. 
And she is home-lov ing and moth­ 
erly , for her home 
is on the boat, 
and with her are her two y ou ngest 
child ren, her eld est, aged 6, being at 
school. 
Captain Greene has y et to see her 
thirty -fifth y ear. 
“I su ppose it 
seems 
strange to 
some people, to imagine a w’oman as 
command er oi a steamboat,” she said , 
“bu t stiir it is not so remarkable, after 
I all. 
Why am I a riv er captain? Be­ 
cau se at first I learned the bu siness 
that I might be of assistance to my 
hu sband when we d id not 
hav e as 
mu ch as w» e hav e now, and , second , 
becau se it is a sou rce of great pleasu re 
to me. 
“When I married my hu sband he 
Tv as a part owner of a little boat, was 
her command er and her pilot. In those 
d ay s the command er took his regu lar 
‘v ratch* at the wheel, and so, as I al­ 
way s accompanied my hu sband on bis 
trips, mu ch of my time w|is spent in 
the pilot hou se. 
“It was u nd er him that I learned 
the riv er—the Ohio from Pittsbu rg to 
Cairo and the Mississippi from Cairo 
to St. Lou is. W ith my hu sband in the 
pilot hou se, I steered the boats for 
hou rs at a time u ntil I was perfectly 
conv ersant with ev ery part of the d u ­ 
ties of a pilot, as well as those of a 
command er. 
“W ith the thou ght 
in 
mind that 
some d ay my hu sband might be ill, 
and I wou ld be compelled to pilot the 
boat my self, I u nd erwent and passed 
the ex amination for a pilot’s license 
in 18 95 , and a y ear later I was granted 
a command er’s 
commission by the 
United States gov ernment. 
“My first real command was of the 
steam er Argand , which my hu sband 
and my self had pu rchased . W^e u sed 
her in the passenger trad e, ru iming 
from Charleston, W. Va., to Cincin­ 
nati, and also to Pittsbu rg. 
A y ear 
ago I took command of the Greenland , 
which we also own, and hav e had 
charge of her ev er since. She is one 
of the largest and stau nchest boats in 
the trad e.” 
Captain Mary Greene Is not compell­ 
ed to earn her liv elihood by her work 
on the riv er, for her hu sband . Captain 
Gord on C. Greene, Is one of the most 
prosperou s of the Ohio riv ermen. He, 
together with his wife and sev eral 
others, own and operates nine boats 
on the Ohio and Mississippi riv ers. 
Mrs. Greene (for she prefers that 
title rather than captain) was former­ 
ly Miss Mary 
Becker, of Blarletta, 


Ohio. 
Her d u ties aboard the Greenland 
are Ju st the same as those of any other 
command ing officer of a boaL 
She 
personally 
su perintend s ev ery thing, 
from the ov erhau ling of the boUers 
and making other repairs to the prop­ 
er management o i the cu linary d epart­ 
ment. When the Greenland was bu ilt. 
It was she who mad e many su gges- 
t.ons, which, when carried ou t, prov ed 
to be most beneficial. There Is nev er a 
time, howev er, hu t that she makes a 
thorou gh Inspection o i ev ery portion 
of the boat before she retirai at night, 
and bad weather find s her on d eck at 
all times.
